| Homesteads Now Ready 
To Be Occupied 


“There are one hundred thousand 
homesteads awaiting occupancy in Wes- 
tern Canada,’’ said W. J. Kennedy, of 
the department of immigration, to the 
Free Press the other day. Mr. Kennedy | 
is in charge of ‘this. branch of the 
work of the department in Winni- 
peg, and during a few months prior to 
the opening of the immigration season, 
| secured all possible imformation from 
the land offices in order that he might 
be able te supply it to the colonists ar- 
riving here from the south and _ east. | 
The inquiry addressed to Mr. Kennedy | 
was suggested by the sight to be seen on | 
Main street. where hundreds of idle men | 
congregate in the vicinity of the employ- | 
ment office daily. § The official 
asked whether there was room for these 
men on the land and whether 
homesteads were still available. 

Replying, Mr. Kennedy stated that | 
in addition to the great areas in the} 
unsurveyed portion of the west there 
were more than one hundred thousand 
homesteads in the surveyed sections. Of | 
these a certain proportion were of no| 
value, some were of little value, and a} 
considerable proportion 
from existing railways. Thousands. of} 
them, however, were accessible, and 
among these were some which were 
equal to the best. 

After refering to the vacant lands in| 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, Mr. Ken- 
| nedy continued as follows :— |

THE TOWER OF BABEL. 


Ruins of Ancient Structure Found In 
Babylonia. 

Many boys and girls do not know, 

perhaps, that. the archaeologists—the 


‘people that,are always delving info the 


past—have, as they believe, locateuil the 
ruins of the tower of Babel, says the 
Chicago News, The Birs Nimrud, the 
“citadel of Nimrod,” in Babylraia, they 
take to be the remnant of the tower 
or of a temple that was built on the 
tame site. 

This ruin seems to correspond more 
nearly than any other with the con- 
ceived notion of the tower. It is of an 
oblong shape, the circumference being 
about 762 yards. There is a deep fur- 
row at the eastern end, that part of 
the tower being not more than fifty or 
sixty feet in height, while on the west- 
ern side it rises to a height of 198 feet 
in a conical shape. On its summit is a 
solid pile of brick, thirty-seven feet in 
height by twenty-eight in width and 
diminishing in thickness to the top, 
which is-broken and irregular and rent 
by a large fissure. 

The bricks are fire burnt, most of 
them bearing inscriptions, and so firm 
ts the cement with which they are put 
together that it is almost impossible 
to get a brick out whole. There are 
great fragments of brickwork on other 
parts of the hill where the ruins stand, 
They are all tumbled together and are 
converted into vitrified masses, as if 
they had been subjected to the action 
of a fierce fire. All this is strange if 
aot suggestive when taken in connec 
tion with the ancient tradition that the 
tower of Babel was rent and over 
thrown by fire from heaven.

DROPS OF RAIN. { 


Why Moisture In Air Takes Globular 
Shape When It Falls. 

Why does rain fall in drops and not 
in a sheet of water? How many boys 
and girls can answer that question?! 
Perhaps those who cannot would like 
to have the explanation, which can 
best be given by telling first what rain 
is, says the Chicago News. The air 
contains at all times more or less wa- 
tery vapor, which is evaporated from 
the ocean, lakes and rivers by the heat 
of the sun. When the temperature of 
the air falls below a certain point— 
that is to say, when the air loses a 
certain amount of its heat—this vapor 
condenses into water again, 

The particles of water are quite 
small, and as they form in the air 
they begin to fall of their own weight, 
and In falling they meet and unite with 
other particles, thus forming drops. If 
the cloud from which they come be 
near the earth, the drops are larger 
than when it is higher, for there is 
less air resistance to be met in fall- 
ing. The higher the cloud, then, on 
general principles, the more the drops 
are broken up. 

But even if water ever formed in 
sheets or In a body up in the air, 
which it does not, it could not possibly 
reach the earth in that form, for the 
resistance offered by the air makes it 
break up into drops. That is the prin- 
ciple of the shot tower, by the way. 
Melted lead is dropped from an ele 
vated point, and it breaks into shot be- 
fore it reaches the ground, 


An Interesting Bridge. 

Visitors to Kandy, in the island of 
Ceylon, are shown in the neighborhood 
a beautiful bridge made entirely of 
satinwood and spanning the river 
Mahavillagange in one fine sweeping 
arch. It was constructed by Major 
Skinner, a clever military engineer, 
many years ago. One of the most re- 
markable points about it is tne fact 
that no bolt, screw or nail is used in 
apy part, and. notwithstanding the 
changes in temperature, all parts re 
main perfectly in order and position. 


TOMB OF THE MINGS. 


it Is a Risky Place For a Traveler to 
Visit Alone. 

Every traveler in China goes to the 
tomb of the Mings if he stays more 
than a few days in Shanghai. The 
Chinese consider the Mings the great- 
est rulers_of the ancient kingdom,and 
they rank second only to Confucius. 
The tomb is composed of two colossal 
figures facing each other and elabo- 
rately carved in the style affected by 
Chinese artists centuries ago. Seen in 
Central park or Versailles they would 
look grotesque enough, but standing as 
they do among bleak and lonely hills, 
outlined against the clear blue oriental 
sky, they have a rude grandeur and 
imposing simplicity which make them 
seem fit guardians of imperial dust. 

It is not an easy journey the tourist 
must take if he wishes to pay his re- 
spects to the stone giants, nor is it a 
trip advisable for a woman to under- 
take, as it lies through a region where 
hatred of the “white devils” is consid- 
ered as much a part of the Chinaman’s 
religion as the worship of his ances- 
tors. A donkey and a guide are neces- 
sary, and it is also wise to get a party 
of sightseers together for the excur- 
sion if possible and to go well armed, 
for once a foolbardy traveler started 
forth alone from the hotel on the Bub- 
bling Well road, Shanghai, to visit the 
tomb of the Mings, and he was never 
heard of again. There are many places 
in the purlieus of Shanghai even where 
it is imprudent for a white man to ven- 
ture alone in broad daylight, An, ex- 
tra donkey is also needed to carry pro- 
visions as well as the cameras, for 
most tourists want a picture of the 
towering images which have so suc- 
cessfully withstood the wear of the 
centuries,

THE WORLD DRYING UP. 


Possibility That the Human Race Will 

Eats Die of Thirst, 

We are to die of thirst. Compara- 
tively few persons know the suffering 
involved in a thirst for, which there is 
no help at hand, The consuming thirst 
more than the pain of any wound 
makes the battlefield a hell. Yet death 
by thirst is the doom forecast for the 
race by grim scientists. Geologists 
find that the fresh water supply. of the 
globe is failing. They have data which 
point to the gradual withdrawal of the 
streams and other bodies of water 
from the surface. Both in Africa and 
central Asia and, indeed, in all the 
great levels the water beds are drying 
up. A great number of lakes well 
known in the historical age have en- 
tirely disappeared. For example, Lake 
Chiroua, iu Africa, has vanished with- 
in recent years, as has also Lake 
Ngamj, discovered by Livingstone. 
Lake Tchad is more than: half dried 
up. For centuries bodies of water in 


} central Asia have been evaporating 


and the deserts extending. Where 
2,000 years ago great cities stood in 
east Turkestan there are found only 
vast and depressing stretches of sand. 
The river Tarim, once a principal As!l- 
atic route, is almost gone, and Lob- 
Nor, formerly four times the area of 
Lake Geneva, is now but a shallow 
marsh, The same sad conditions are 
noted in European Russia. Novgorod, 
the most pushing city in the czar’s dis- 
tracted realm, was surrounded by wa- 
ter ip che middle ages. While we may 
be sure that the fate which the geolo- 
gists suggest for humanity is very far 
away, the facts recited to show the 
drying up process are convincing proofs 
of the need of preserving our forests 
with more care.—St. Paul Pioneer 
Press.

Rapid Review. In 1900 Mr. Pearson 
started The Daily Express, a half- 
penny London morning paper. He 
also founded The North Mail and 
Evening Mail at Newcastle, and The 
Gazette, Express and Eyening De- 
spatch at Birmingham. More recently 
he acquired a controlling interest in 
The Standard, paying £700,000 for it 
He amalgamated The Evening Stand- 
ard with The 8t. James's Gazette, 
which he already owned. Now, it’ is 
said, he will move The Standard of- 
fices to The Times building and issue 
both papers from the same plant, Mr. 
Pearson becomes managing director of 
the reorganized company which is to 
conduct The Times in the future.

| ton, was present to look after the interests 
| of the Company. 

| Mr. Swanson did not deny cutting the 
| logs on C..P. R. land, but like” many 
another settler had the erroneous idea 
| that the Company could not do anything | 
| as they donot owntheland. He, togeth-| 
er with others who had committed a like | 
offence, was given a chance to settle, but 
refused. However, when called by 
the Court, Swanson pleaded guilty and 
| at the request of Inspector Phair was 
“let down light,’’ being fined $15 and 
costs, and $3.40 damages, making a total 
| of $25. 

There seems to be a general. feeling | 
among farmers and homesteaders that it 
| is no harm to steal from the C, P. R., | 
/and that the Company has no right to} 
| the land. 

The Representative has made careful 
enquiry into the matter of C. P. R. land, 
| and we find that all their lands are held 
under what is termed a‘‘Land Warrant,”’ 
| which is somewhat of the nature of a 
transfer, and Inspector Phair informs 
| us that it is only a matter of giving the 
| Department tlme to issue certificates of 
title. 

The only question over which a dispute 
might arise is whether the Company is | 
| liable for taxes on lands from which 
they derive a revenue, and this is a 
question upon which no decision has} 
| ever been given by the Courts, 

As to cutting timber on C., P. R. lands | 
we would advise our farmers and others | 
to never try it in the belief that the} 
Company cannot prosecute. It may 
seem an injustice that while the settler 
pays taxes which help to make C. P. R. 
land more valuable, the company does 
not have to pay anything to maintain 
aliools. roads, ete. But it does not help 
matters any for the settler to cut logs 
on lands that do not belong to him as 
two wrongs never yet made a right.

At the same time the condition of 
the office might be looked to, The 
slightest defect in ventilation will 
often cause one mgn to be affected by 
office drowsiness even if other persons 
in the same room feel nothing of it 
whatever.” :

FLAX AND WHEAT. 


Flax the Best Paying Crop for New 
Settlers—It Prepares the Soil 
for Wheat— The Yield 
and Prices. 


The question has been asked how 
does the yield of flaxseed compare 
with the yield of wheat per acre, and 
how do the prices obtained for the 
two crops compare. A report recent- 
ly issued by the Saskatchewan JDe- 
partment of Agriculture shows that 
the average yield of flaxseed and 
wheat respectively for the last three 
years was as follows: 

Yield of Flax- 

seed per acre. 
1905 15.73 bushels. 
1906 9.35 bushels. 21.40 bushels. 
1907 =—-:10.91 bushels. 14.04 bushels. 

Thus’ the average yield of flaxseed 
per acre for the three years was 
about twelve bushels per acre, while 
the average yearly yield of wheat 
was about nineteen and a half bush- 
els per acre. It is probable that the 
reduced yield of flaxseed per acre in 
1906 and 1907> as ‘compared with 1905 
was due to the fact that may Sas- 
katchewan farmers grew flax three 
years in succession on the same soil. 
To get the best results from flaxseed 
it must not be sown year after year 
in the same soil. Nearly every far- 
mer in the North-West has land en- 
ough to suw part in flax and part in 
other crops, changing about to get 
the proper rotation. The best — re- 
sults are always obtained when flax- 
seed is sown after the first breaking 
oi the prairie sod.

‘There 
was an exceptionally heavy crop oi 
flaxseed in the Argentine Republic 
and other parts of South America last 
year. 2. ‘The financial depression 
caused a falling oif in the production 
of those classes of goods in the mak- 
ing of which tlaxseed and linseed oil 
are used as raw materials. These 
causes are very exceptional and may 
not oceur again for years. Last year 
as high as $1.38 per bushel was paid 
for flaxseed, and the average price 
was about $1.27 per bushel. On the 
other hand the price of wheat is at 
present exceptionally high. Then in 
considering the yield of wheat last 
year as compared with that of flax, 
it should be noted that much of the 
wheat did not grade very high and 
would not command the full price. 

However the important point to 
remember regarding flaxseed is that 
it can be sown so much later than 
wheat that very often a farmer can 
utilize land that would otherwise go 
without any crop at all. After the 
wheat, oats and barley have been 
sown the flaxseed may be put in, 
Then except in the early spring the 
flax is less liable to injury from frost 
than the wheat, and the farmer who 
has part of his land in flaxseed may 
feel that he is insured against total 
loss if frost should destroy his wheat. 

The new settlers are the ones for 
whom flaxseed is the most profitable, 
not only because it can be sown later 
than any other crop, but also be- 
cause when sown on first breaking it 
prepares the land for a wheat crop 
the following year. Thus the farmer 
vets the advantage of a good paying 
crop the first year from land which 
would otherwise yield him no return 
at all, and he has a bigger crop of 
wheat on the same soil the following 
year, because the flax crop rots the 
sod and disintegrates it.
